REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 19, 20, 24, 25, 29, and 30 are allowed. 

2. In reference to independent claims 29 and 30, the claims recite '« computer program 
product, comprising; a computer program processable by a computer system for causing the 
computer system to'. The computer system, as defined in the specification, on page 12, includes 
input devices for receiving information from a human user on a display device and for allows for 
displaying information to a user. A computer is provided for executing and otherwise processing 
instructions and executing the computer program. The apparatus, as presently claimed, and 
computer program are both defined as a computer readable medium (computer-readable medium 
or apparatus as stated in the specification, page 12 'computer-readable medium or apparatus e.g. 
portable floppy diskette for storing information) and thus falls under statutory subject matter as 
defined by 35 U.S.C. 101. Accordingly, the computer is connected to network, input devices, 
display device, print device, storage device, and computer-readable medium as shown in figure 
2.
